And if his 
concern lias habitually, been with lhe valida- 
tion of children’s expericucc, Eds own work 
also ninplv demons cm tes the positive contri- 
bution ilia i some teachers, through their daily 
observations and knowledge of particular 
children, make to the process of learning.

Peter Fanning examines 
the current financial 
problems of theatre in 
education 


Now that the Arts Council are to get the 
£25m they have been praying for, " tha 
minimum required to maintain present stan- 
dards of -subsidy'*, theatre In education 
(TIE) companies throughout the land heave 
a tin all sigh of relief, as the storm clouds of 
recession gather. No expansion ie foreseen, 
but the crunch has been avoided — for the 
moment. 

At present, roughtly IS par cenl of the 
drama budget is devoted to young people's 
theatre activities, bnt It is impossible to be 
precise. Money allocated to regional theatres 


with TIE teams attached includes any pro- 
vision for TIE activities (mentioned as a 
separate item in the theatre's estimates). 
However, the Arts Council decline to earmark 


However, the Arts Council decline to earmark 
specific sums for chase activities, and their 
reasons are understandable. Where a 
rms adult theatre and TIE with 
the same company, It is difficult, not to say 
osslble, to separate the fi 


two. Nevertheless, as a general rule. Avis 
Council money covers 40 or 50 per cent of 
young people's theatre operating costs, The 
rest comes from many different sources. 

For the independent children's theatre 
companies: Arts Council support Is far and 
away the largest, sometimes the only, form 
of direct subsidy. Those companies are either 
theatre orientated, like the Unicorn and 
Polka, or touring schools in the old style 
established by Brian Way. 

The theatre-based companies are at present 
on a fairly steady course. Despite a total 
lack of support from its local authority, West- 
minster, the Unicorn Theatre can meet the 
current rise In costs with an increased fee for 
block bookings by the Inner London Educa- 
tion Authority and a corresponding Increase 
in Arts Council support. 

The touring companies, who visit schools 
all over the country, are .paid for their ser- 
vices on a Quid pro quo basis, directly by the 
local education authority, or from the 
school'a capitation allowance, or by the- 
parent-teacher association with money raised 
by fetes and jumble sales— or in tne final 
Instance by so many pennies, brought to 
school in a not little hand. 

There are strong moral objections to this 
last course. It ie argued that such visits 
should be part of aii educational service, and 
since much of the work takea the form of 
drama projects " to make a change would 


wlcli or Peterborough. But for a head with 
no drama adviser, no local team end no 
central funds, there are few alternatives. 

But apart from these niceties, the outlook 
for the touring companies is fur from rosy. 
Increased costs, especially for petrol (up 
100 per cent in a year) and salaries (always 
the main item, up a good 30 per cent), cannot 
be met by increased revenue. Ask dramu 
advisers to pay more for these servircs and 


in all likelihood they will simply cut down 
on the mini her of days for which they employ 
the company. They have their own budgets 


to stick to. Moreover, when an authority cut 
down their spending, charity begins at homo 
and outsiders will bo first in line for the 
chop. Nor is it any easier to charge the 
schools more. In the present climate a 
higher fee will only encourage more of them 
to regard these companies as an expensive 
luxury. 

The growth of locally-based teams has 
already meant a large reduction In the amount 
of touring work available. Theatre Centre, 
for instance, runs fewer groups than it used 
to, but now finds itself In a cleft stick. If 
It were to cut down further, the proportion 
of income provided by each group towards 
administrative - overheads would have to 
increase. As I have explained, that is not an 
•asy thing, to achieve. 

The only realistic course of action Is to 
try and maximize current income, without

Rut the crannies and crevices into oft) 
TIE fundings are slotted in the fisaof 
pigeonholes of the various local Buttairia 
are as numerous as the companies' 
selves. So much depends on the nersoniKa 
involved and the ingenuity of parting 
administrators and drama advisers. 

Some authorities provide a straight put 
which is reviewed annually.

The Bowsprit 
Company « Greenwich receives a grant from 
tha ILEA oa tha same basis as the poly- 
technics and so maintains Its own indepen- 
dence, while paying the equivalent of. 
teachers 1 salaries. In Peterborough, money 
which In' the old dByi would have paid for 
outside visits, now goes towards keeping the 
Key Pirspectlve ompany. In other words, 
It & s fes for tha company’s services. 

The many other sources Include youth 
work, for which the local authority are bound 
to pit by statute, grants from the leisure 
tad amenities department, box office receipts 
(of psrforinances in the main theatre, grants 
^om Industry, schools. oepltation allowances, 
sad era some of those hot little pennies. 

On balance the team* welcome a situation 
where there are eeverel sources of income, 
for while the local authorities provide funds, 
t& Arts Council grant preserves the team's 
ladtpndence from too much interference 
tfotu county ball. On the other hand a local 
advisory panel, like 'the ona at Coventry, 
which Includes teachers and education 
offlcara, not only benefits the work, but aleo 
maintains local pressure to provide funds. 

Nevertheless. TIE .teams are certainly not 
Immune to the danger* of an economic 
iquees* As a servant of two masters, they 
its Involved In aver more complicated 
juggling acts to balance their books and in 
stormy times even the most generous local 
luthorlty cannot be guaranteed to provide 
adequate funds. 


A more sinister weakness in their struc- 
ture Is the control which tha theatre boards 
can exercise over the apportioning of Arts 
Council money. Remember, it is no longer 
earmarked. At a time of crisis, when a 
theatre has to cut costs by say 15 per cent. 
It would be all too easy for a zealous band 
of trustees to seize upon the TIE budget and 
.draw a neat blue pencil line right through It. 
Policy decisions in the past have destroyed 
TIE teams in this way, and as the pressure 
for economy grows, the temptation for other 
theatres to do the same can only increase. 

But despite the growth in the number of 
TIB teams in the last five or six years, there 
are vast tracts of the country with no theatre 
nearby and no such team. So a drama adviser 
who wants a locally based group may well 
have to set about one of their own making. 
Many are more resourceful (and better 
funded) than the adviser who declared that 
his long-term aim was to ensure that every 
child in the county saw ona performance by 
Theatre Centre during his entire time et 
secondary school. But only in rare cases has 
an authority taken the bull by the horns and 
created its own team entirely from scratch. 

In Barking (see. other featurs on this page) 
Chris Day. the drama adviser, has devised a 
schema whereby each school is offered one 
visit by a company each, term. In exchange for 
an annua) fee, which comes out or the 
capitation allowance. More than 80 per cent 
of Barking schools have accepted this offer. 
Even more euccessfully, a team of advisory 


drams teachers Hu been appointed to over- 
see drama and Its davelopmant in schools. 
Among their other numerous activities, they 
devise theatre in education programmes, 
which tour schools for a total of four weeks 
In the year. But this is no substitute for a 
full-time TIB team — and In the present 
cllmats there is little prospect of funds for 
that. 

Which brings us to tha vexed question of 
the nature of the work which TIB teams and 
companies are providing. If it ie to be an 
educational service (and at the moment that’s 
a pretty big "if"), then surely it it high 
time the whole thing was rationalised. Drama 
advisers should not bs forced into wheeling 
and dealing aifd burrowing into different 
departments in their search for fundi, or 
worrying about whether the caretaker's 
wages at tha drama centre can be paid for 
by tha leisure and amenities department or 
out of tha adult education budget. 

John Graatorex, drama adviser and artistic 
director of the Powys Theatre Company, 
firmly believes that authorities should be 
cajoled Into a more positive way of thinking. 
Tha Powys company was established in 1972. 
Employed directly by the LEA, it combines 
community theatre with TIE, covering ona 
third of Wales . 

Greatorex claims -that drama in schools is 
still way behind music and the visual arts in 
its efforts to achieve official recognition. 
" For theatre In education to survive, it must 


he organized through tha LEA, in the same 
way os the local library is. We must create 
something that will last. We cannot simply 
rely on dedicated personalities.” Fortunately 
Powys has a generous LEA and, as In other 
cases, the employment of teacher-actors on 
. LEA scales provides them with more security 
and the company with better continuity. John 
Greatorex predicts that within 10 years a 
company ot this kind, run by the authority, 
will be a normal part of educational services. 

Not everyone would agree that this is 


either desirable or likely. Other companies 
tend to guard tHeir independents jealously. 
They point to cases where’ companies bare 


been directly answerable' to tha drama 
inspector; where there- is a clash over 'artistic 

E oflcy, it has been the company which has 
een brought to heel— and In some cases with 
a lot of bitterness on both sides. (Not, It 
may be argued, if the drama adviser and the 
artistic director are one. But can you really 
combine the function of director with the 
many and Varied duties of a drama adviser ?) 


To havo a team employed entirely by local 
authority funds is a dream which mftby 
advisers share. The most obvious benefit' 


would be that companies could then devote 
themselves entirely to ' the work, without 
having to spend much time and effort' in 
negotiating their finances for the, rest of the 
year. But the millenium is still a long way 
pff, and as the shadows lengthen and the 
screws of economy are tightened, Arts Coun- 
cil funds ara more of a lifeline than ever.

Tony Gibson describes some teachers’ reactions to unfamiliar work schemes 


«I*ve never tried It because I don’t like it." 
The Guinness slogan applies to others besides 
those who don’t like the looks of a black 
drink with a layer of discoloured suds on top. 

Many teachers get a glimpse without a taste 
of innovators in action, just as many lemonade 
drinkers can see someone else drinking stout. 
But this glimpse is often confined to tele- 
vision programmes on pace-setting schools 
or visits to another classroom when the 
children, have gone home. 

The reactions of the teachers which form 
this article come from lengthy interviews I 
taped with 128 junior and 84 secondary tea- 

- chers In four local education authorities. Each 
was describing how they had evolved their 
teaching style and what they were trying to 
do. It emerged rhat for most the only experi- 
ence of arjy other .teacher in action, apart 
from brief glimpses during college training, 
dated back to rneir own school days, when 
they sat in rows to be taught by chalk-e-no- 

' talk. 

- Most seemed ‘pre-occupied with the need, 
as teachers, to be the motive force for their 
pupils’ learning. For some children, friendly 
persuasion was enough, but for others dis- 
cipline had to be enforced by stick or carrot. 

11 You get this element of child who no matter 
what you give them, just wouldn't be inter- 
ested anyway”, said a junior teacher of 18 
years' experience. "They have no interests, 
all they want to do is to sit down and play 
about.” A seasoned departmental head in an

This limitation is understand able enough : 
total history is easy to talk about bm very 
difficult to achieve, above all in a work of 
original research. One might have thought 
it impossible to achieve in that case, were it 
not fOr the existence of Professor Emmanuel 
Le Roy Ladurie and his book. 

The backbone of his book is a rigorously, 
quantitative study of economic ana social 

to the early 
province of 
Languedoc, which stretched from Toulouse 
to N fines, front the Massif Central to the 
Pyrenees. It was a typically Mediterranean 
countryside of grain, vines and olives, of 
holm oaks and chestnut tees, with grain more 
important and wine less important than is 
the case today. Wine exports were limited by 
high transport costs. 

In this region the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries were -the' time of what Le 
Roy Ladurie calls "aT .great agrarian 
cycle”, an enormous' movement of flow and 
ebb, rise and fall. After tbe Black Death In 
1348. there were too few people in Languedoc 
for the means Of subsistence, and* some land 
went out of cultivation ; 'but the fiscal records 
show that between 1500 add 1570 there 'was 
a population explosion.

gradual decline In tha productivity of agri- 
culture. The impoverished cultivators were 
unable to invest in the land, and in any 
case there was a limit to what could be 
squeezed out of this rocky Mediterranean 
soil. There was not enough food to go round, 
and many people died. The decline in popula- 
tion intensified the economic depression, 
which reached its bottom in the first years or 
the eighteenth century, the end of. the reign 
of Louis XI V. 

At this point Le Roy Ladurie might reason- 
ably have stopped. He had achieved enough 
to satisfy any examiners. Some .10 years’ 
work had resulted In a model study' of his- 
torical ecology, dealing with the changing 
relation between a peasant pbpulatlon and 
Its Mediterranean environment over more 
titan 200 years. It was a local study of agra- 
rian history which Illustrated the relation- 
ship of regional, national, and lute r national 
trends, argued rigorously, and' lucidly ex- 
pounded.

witch craze In the Montpellier area at the end 
of the sixteenth century. He sees witchcraft 
as related to revolt, twin attempts of the 
peasants to turn the world upside down and 
thus to reject die world in which their posi- 
tion was becoming more and more intolerable. 

The descriptions are vivid, tbe interpreta- 
tions fascinating. However, it must be SBid 
that Le Roy Ladurie does not take the same 
trouble to anticipate possible objections here 
that he does elsewhere In the book. In die 
case of the Carnival and in that of 
the witches, the evidence comes largely from 
hosdie witnesses of the upper classes. At 
Romans, one faction may have Imputed "social 
revolution to the other in order -to suppress 
them the more easily. It is not clear whether 
the peasants who confessed to participating 
in the upside-down world of the witches 1 sab- 
bath did so spontaneously or after torture. 

It is clear -from his interpretations of 
sabbaths aud revolts that Le Roy Ladurie 
is one of the few professional historians this 
side of the Atlantic who Is not afraid of 
psyciiohisiory. Four works by Freud figure 
in his bibliography, sandwiched , between an 
ardcle on grain prices in Toulouse and a 
study of. the French Revolution. Ho sees the 
Carnival of Romans as a psychodrama, giving 
“Immediate access”, as Me puts it, * to the 
creations of the unconscious ”. He empha- 
sizes the themes of cannibalism and castra- 
tion which recur In accounts of the riots. ■ 

A still more remarkable piece of psycho- 
history, and to my* mind the most convincing 
of die narrative set-pieces in the whole book, 
is die account of die revolt of the Protestants 
in the Cevenues in 1700,.th.e famous Cami- 
sards. The leaders, men and girls, were 
frequently seized with • fits of shaking and 
prophesying, In which they hud visions of 
heaven and hell and predicted the destruc- 
tion of the kingdom of Antichrist, in oiAier 
words Louis XIV.

Thomas Maim was born 100 years 
np.o today, and it Is auspicious tlmt 
his centenary should be heralded l>y 
the best book on Mann to have 
appeared in English since Erltli 
Hellers' The Ironic German (1958). 
Professor Heller's purpose \y.is 
in dratnatiro Muon's creative 
achievement by xening it M 
the centre of the cultural battle- 
fields of his time. In no sense 
was this a book written down to 
Anglo-Saxony ; die author plunged 
deep Intel the troubled mind of 
Germany through the art of its 
greatest modern writer, not 
surfacing, as most would do, 
muddied past recognition, but with 
an enthralling account of ideas 
whose force and fascination could 
no longer be disregarded. Professor 
Heller's book remains the best 
renerul study of Thoiua* Mann, 
cud its current unavailability seems 
inexplicable. 

Mr Reed's bonk has a different 
aim — namely, to show in meticu- 
lously documented detail how 
Mann's work was moulded by his in- 
tellectual background and by the 
immensely painful political disloca- 
tions of his lifetime. The stories 
and novels can all be enjoyed 
without Initiate knowledge of the 
labyrinthine games he 60 liked tn 
play. But, and It ia a very big but, 
Mann it an unashamedly allusive, 
author.- Ha can hardly write a 
sentence without deliberately sound- 


ing mi echo, whether ft mu Plain, 
rininirh or the Rental eiwli, from 
Gucthe, Schopenhauer or NivlJ.sclic, 
ur fruiu biochemistry, zoology or 
the music of Sc linen ling. Suitio 
of this Is fustian, but must of it 
Isn't, so that unless one can follow 
liini, much of the fun is missed 
and perhaps even more of tho 
sense. 

Mann's critics have fc-lt bound to 
devote much of theft' effort end In- 
genuity to identifying hi* far-flung 
sources and examining die uso ho 
made of them — so much so that the 
exceedingly laborious task of estab- 
lishing an " annotated " edition 
bc cuts the indispensable prelude to 
any other kind of comm cm ary. Mr 
Reed’s investigation of tho vast 
literature which shaped Mann’s 
thought and which he plundered, 
often literally, for his writing, Is 
therefore h piece of essential 
scholarship. But there is nlso a pur- 
poseful si ant to tiie Inquiry — io 
chart Mann's often wayward " uses 
of tradition '* as tho subtitle lias it. 

Few twentieth-century writers can 
have been quite so dependent on 
tradition as Thomas Mnim. Tills is 
not lease because ho took It upon 
himself, in his lirerury ambition, os 
in his role of praeceptnr Gennanine 
to keep clear and freely flowing the 
mighty stream of German intellec- 
tual endeavour and artistry, which 
the weeds of a barbarous fascism 
and the water-lilies of Irrespon- 
sible aestheticism seemed likely tu 
clog up for good and all. " l am a 
man of balance", ha wrote in 1934 
from Switzerland, where he had

" destroys ", ns Mr Roed 1ms in its 
essential quality, Its naively— a 
most potent critique of the Navis’ 
religion of myth.

There is no bonk about Lu titer, how- 
ever bad, from which something 
cannot be learnt. This is ono of the 
better bad hooks. When the author 
simply summarizes tile findings of 
ac holm's — ns when he treats of later 
nominalism, Zwingli's Zurich, or 
Luther's doctrine of faith, his 
Christulngy and his attitude to 
resistance tu the authorities, he 
writes ably and lucidly and though 
what he ha* to say can be found 
rather better said in other hooks, 
mill there are those who will find 
it useful to hop from one to another 
of these ice floes, and ignore the 
large spaces of dark wuLer in 
between. 

The author tells ns that the honk 
grew out of 'his expeiii nre uf the 
Vietnam vftir, : .. during, which he 
stumped the United States speaking 
against jt, and finding that his most 
hostile audiences were Protestants, 
and finally realizing that Luther had 
no word to speak to our time. This 
gives us he clue to the fundamental 
weakness of this hook. The author's 
world is too much with us: we no 
sooner begin to settle into the six- 
teenth century, but we ate yanked 
back into present-duy America, . to 
laments, wisecracks and imaginary 
parallels which may have titillated 
his American students ami just con- 
ceivably not bored his colleagues. 

But it is impossible to settle down 
to this as a study of Luther, when 
one Is continually made to listen 
to the one-sided conversation of a 
kind which I would run miles to 
i avoid. It is like reading a life of

The definitive histuiy of British 
geography has still io he wriiieti. 
One of its author's tusks will be to 
assess the achievements of the Geo- 
graphical Association (founded in 
1893) in relation to those of the 
Royal Geographical Society <183(1). 
the < Royal Scottish Geographical 
Society f 1884) und the Instil me of 
British Geographers (1931). The ob- 
jectives of these societies are not, 
and never were, defined to make 
their roles mutually exclusive and 
the absence of elenr dcmaivuuuii 
has contributed much to the variety 
and vitality of geogniphy in Britain. 

Nevertheless, each Iihs nude its 
. disdnctfve contribution. Both Rnvul 
societies 'ore 1 recognized for their 
achievements In encouraging, sup- 
porting and communicating the 
results of geographical exploration. 
Although sfill youthful, the Insti- 
tute of British Geographers have 
already raised the siatiri of aca- 
demic geography in Brituin and 
forged fruitful links with the 
centres of geographic thought ami 
innovation elsewhere. During die 
past three decades of university 
expansion and polytechnic develop- 
ment, geography has grown faster 
than most traditional disciplines. 
For the rote and quality of this 
growth members of the’ institute 
hove been largely responsible.

Mure recently through the mis- 
plcus of a Polish member nf ihe 
mathematics department an ex- 
change sclicme has been inaugurated 
with Gliwlce Polytechnic, in Sik-sin.

Journal o f Geo- 
graphv. which was at the time t iding 
the crest ol a wave with exciting 
a nd provocative teaching articles fni 
lowing In the wake of the American 
High School Geography Project. 
Profile's first article was published 
with Peter HaggetPs name as a In- 
line, an enviable start, and tlii'm- 
riiues a year ever since the niagaziix- 
Ins provided much geographical 
Food for thought. Considering the 
quirk rise anil Fall of most student 
niihlirnrions, id seven-year record 
has been pnr-ibly consistent, and it 
now hi ns a flourishing nrr-nrlnt ser- 
vice. from some of its more .popular
